This year's Mr. U-High was defined by a record breaking 7 
participants and the most money ever raised. The annug trad 
is an all-senior male pageant that raises money for Haitian Christian 
Ministries and the club U-Build. This club uses the earnings to travel 
to Haiti and build a home for a family. During spring break this 
group will be traveling to Camp Haitien to build a ho ™ for Jacky 
and Roudeline Alphonse. This year they raised about $6,500, nearly 

tripling the amount from previous years. t 

“The guys were each responsible for raising $100 on their own, 
senior fundraising coordinator and U-Build president Kylie 
Personette said. “Some offered hugs for a donation, some bribed 
people for money with homemade cookies, some had very generous 
mothers who gave money to them.” 

According to Personette, the contestants raised $1,700 combined. 
Local businesses donate items or money to be auctioned off before 
and during the performance. The tradition of Mr. U-High was 
created in honor of former student Troy Hari. Students who sign up 
to participate perform in four different categories: formal wear, 
swimwear, talent, and question & answer. Senior Grace Henderson 
was in charge of organizing the guys’ performances and coaching 
them. 

“It came with some obvious challenges-17 high school boys- but 
they worked hard and understood the purpose of the event and how 
important it was,” Henderson said. “I was so proud of them for 
preparing their acts and caring so much about how well the event 
could be if they put some work into it.” 

Awards are presented to the contestant who raised the most money 
and earned 1 st place in each category. Ultimately the contestant 
who receives the most points total is named Mr. U-High. Roberto 
Lopez won awards for raising over $300 and having the best formal 
wear. Andrew Loy won 1st place in swimwear and Austin Galindo 
received 1st place for question & answer, but Brendan Wail took the 
crown for most points, and was crowned Mr. U-High. 

I was in utter shock when my name was announced. I still can’t 
believe that I won it, Wall said. "There were so many great 
candidates that there was no obvious winner in my opinion, it was 
truly an unforgettable night and a great senior year memory.”

The set and costuming featured a winter wonderland including the 
Northern Lights. 

“With all the technology integration, the production was one of the 
most visually appealing and difficult to perform and execute,” senior 
crew member Jade Hassebrock said. 

The title may have been "Almost, Maine," but it was a definite 
success.

For twenty years the Orchesis Dance Company has portrayed 
imagination and emotions in dance.

More 
involvement by the whole town and the school has created challenges 
for Orchesis. 

“We have at least 20 brand new kids a year,” teacher Laurie

By having the largest team they have had in years, four 
state ranked athletes, and having received honorable mention as 
a team going into the state series, these Pioneers were able to 
dominate tournaments both as a team and individually.
